Treasury Officials De- 


clare Construction of Dry 
Law Allows No Loop- 
hole for Evasion. 


CANCELLATIONS 
LIKELY TO FOLLOW 


Situation Arising From 
Strict Interpretation of 
Decision Outlined by 
Foreign Governments. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, June 3.—The treasury 
tossed on the international doorstep 
tonight its new regulations carrying 
cut the supreine court decision 
barring all beverage liquors from ter- 
ritorial waters of the United States 
after 12:01 a. m., June 10, No loop- 
holes have been left, according to a 
treasury spokesman, and the court's 
recent construction of the dry law 
will be rigidly applied. 

Ilaving failed to find any way by 
which conflict with foreign laws 
could be avoided, the treasury based 
its new ship liquor rules on a literal 
reading of the court’s opinion and 
prepared to let come what anay. “Its 
only hope of alleviating a situation 
which, most officials agree, will be 
embarrassing to international come 
merce, was said to lie in remedial 
legislation from the next congress. 

Regulations Stringent. 

Except for the exemption granted 
nedicinal liquor, the usual immunity 
accorded diplomats and the privilege 
allowed foreign vessels of war, the 
regulations permit of no inbound pas- 
suge of aleoholic beverages. Consid- 
eration is given, however, to ships 
{creed by the extremity of distress to 
put into an American harbor. But 
even such vessels, if they have liquor 
eboard, must show that the necessity 
was grave and “the proof must. be 
convincing” after which they will be 
required to give bond for faithful ob- 
Servance of the American dry law. 

Concerning the hope among foreign 
maritime powers of relief from what 
is regarded as one of the most drastie 
interpretations ever given by the su- 
preme court, some treasury officials 
felt tonight that congress might find 
a way of curcumventing the import 
ceadline. Others were convinced that 
the barred zone was due to remain 
until a change was made in the eight- 
eenth amendment. 

Basis of Decision. 

In this connection it was pointed 
out by the latter that the decision of 
the supreme court was based funda- 
mentally on the sweeping provisions 
of the amendment rather than on the 
enforcement act and that the court 
held, regardless of whether liquor for 
beverage use3 were being imported, its 
being carried for any such purpose 
within the three-mile limit constituted 
transportation which is specifically 
forbidden by the amendment. Legis- 
letion to relieve the situation from 
the foreign viewpoint, it was contends« 
ed, could scarcely be other thar in 
contravention of the constitution and 
therefore invalid. 

Specifically the regulations 
vile : 

No merchant vessel, domestic or 
foreign, may lawfully carry as cargo 
within the territorial waters of the 
United States any liquor for use for 
beverage purposes; liquor for none

PENNSYLVANIA LEADS. 


Governor Pinchot has just signed 
the most drastic avti-lynching law 


ever passed by a state legislature. 


And yet it is not too drastic, and if 
ether states besides Pennsylvania 
would enact similar laws there 
would not only be no excuse for 
the Dyer bill, or any other federal 
measure that seeks to tear down the 
rights of states, but the crime of 
lynching would be materially re- 
duced. 

It is something for the law-makers 
of GeMgia, and every other state 
where mob violence has time and 
again disgraced the state, to think 
about, and perhaps emulate. 

The new Pennsylvania law im- 
poses a fine of $10,000 upon any 
county where a lynching takes 
place, the fine to be applied to relief 
of the family of the victim. It 
makes the officers of the law from 
whom a victim is taken and lynched 
guilty of a felony, with a penalty of 
five years’ imprisonment, or a fine 
of $5,000. It makes those who 
participate in lynchings guilty of 
first degree murder. It also pro- 
vides for a minimum fine of $10,- 
000 and imprisonment for not more 
than ten years for attempt to take 
away. from an officer a prisoner who 
has sought the protection of the 
courts. 

These penalties may Seem exces- 
sive, but it is just such legislation 
as this, rigidly enforced, that is 
necessary to cope with the lynching 
evil, and if the aroused public con- 
sciences of states where Rgpchings 
are prevalent do not meet The sit- 
uation in this drastic manner the 
congress will pass a federal bill that 
will be one of the mos Serious 
blows at the old democratic doctrine 
of state rights ever known. 

The proposition is not only to 
stop Iynchings, which are relics of 
barbarism, but to sustain the in- 
tegrity of the judiciary system. To 
break that down and government 
itself is destroyed; and the judiciary 
cannot be properly sustained as long 
as the mob system of “regulating” 
is tolerated. 

The man, black or white, who its 
guilty of a capital offense against so- 
ciety is going to be apprehended and 
convicted and punished, according 
to law, and in an orderly, regular 
manner. The courts may some- 
times move slow—too slow—but 
there is no other system of admin- 
istering justice—of punishing the 
guilty and protecting the innocent. 

Two wrongs have never yet made 
one right and never will. 
not be upheld by a system that vio- 
lates law. 

The strengthening of the orderly 
court system of trial, amd conviction 
or acquittal upon  unshakable evi- 
dence, is the only’ method of en- 
forcing law, and of protecting so- 
ciety. To this end there should be 
no effort spared to make anti-mob 
laws so Stringent that they may 
serye as practical deterrents, and 


thereby actualiy serve their usefuls 


and honorable purposes.

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MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS 
ARE ESSENTIAL IN HOME 


Should Always Be Allowed For in 
Planning the Furnishing.

One of the piano manufacturers 
puts out a very attractive adver- 
tisement showing a comely young 
housewife in a pretty house dress 
sitting on the floor of her home 
fitting the paper pattern of a grand 
piano to the floor space. The same 
scene is reproduced in the windows 
of their Chicago store, with real 
furniture and a handsome wax 
model, dressed sometimes in the 
well-known house dress, and again 
in an afternoon gown, 

The ad is one that attracts much 
attention, but a little more fore- 
thought upon the patt of those who 
planned the house or those who 
selected the furniture, would have 
saved the pretty lady many worried 
moments in fitting that paper pat- 
tern to the floor space and her 
handsome dresses much wear and 
tear from her floor posture. 

Space for the Piano. 

If the house had been properly 
planned, there would have been a 
space that cried aloud for a piano, 
and no paper patterns would have 
been needed. If the furniture had 
been properly selected, the room 
would not have been filled with 
massive pieces until every inch of 
space had either its quota of wood 
and upholstery or was serving as 
the necessary “rest” between pieces, 
ndvocated ‘by interior decorators. 
There would be good furniture, in 
perfect proportion to the space it 
occupies, arranged in homey, cheer- 
ful groups, with one corner left 
absolutely bare for the piano, the
